1 don t know if my early experience would be helpful. In vary early 1966 I spent 
more tints an hour with Palmer Williams. X proposed an honest version of wttat they later 
did so dishonestly. I had a xerox edition of Whitewash I left with Williams. In a day 
or two he phoned to ask if he could keep it longer for his (then) assistant, Hldgeley to 
read, I agreed and then Midgeley returned it, hater when X printed WW I sent him a copy, 
ne returned it saying they had no interest in the subject, I sent it back and s-.id keep 
it, maybe you will in time. As you know they did a year later, taking my idea and mnirtng 
it less than faithful or honest - and not giving me anything for the idea. 


When Jhey were working on their show I spent a little tine with Richter. One of the 
things in which I interested him is the Atlgens/^ovelady? pictures. lira* Lovelady had 
already phoned me. (End index. Photographic Whitewash.) I went into this with Richter, 
suggesting that they get "“ovelady to wear the actual sliirt and use Altgens camera from 
the position in which he had been, same lens and same kind of film. What they did was to 
makSnS a pseudo tailing head of Lovelady, posing him at the wrong place on the steps, 
with Richter's back to the camera. But they did have the right shirt on him - and then 
did not air it* i have the pix somewhere. Some stills fro,, their movies. 

Richter piioaou me to thanks me and toll mo they would be using this in thair shows, 
with credit to rue. I reminded horn tint this came from tuo books that are eo i^Tighted , 
not just from me, and that the proper credit would be to the copyrighted work. So they 
did nob air that, 1 presume because they did not »ant tc credit the books. V’hat a picture 
for Tv- the real Oswald sliirt and the real "ovelady shirt. Or, that was not Lovelady 
in the Altgens picture. 


You asked about Alvares. first of all, in airing him as they did CBS knew the orig inal 
work was mine. It is in the first book. From this alone students asked some questions 
°f Alvarez. Re then phoned some of his CBS fri.mds. I got this under FOU from EHBa and from 
him. Later he got government subsidy for ilia later work and publication, he was paid 
with SRI1A funds and ne also got an allocation of SRDA money for the printing in Science 
and the reprints. In his prepub he credits the funding by number. And I also have his 
contemporaneous note in which he joked about Broxmire and how public money is spent.
